The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention Is deemed unobvious over the cited art of record because such art does not 
teach or reasonably suggest the overall aspects of a brake linings made from a fiber- 
reinforced ceramic material whose reinforcing fibers are present in the form selected 
from the group consisting of woven fabrics, short fibers, and long fibers in combination 
with the mass ratio of the fibers in the form of woven fabrics, short fibers and long fibers 
is 0-35:25-80:5-40 and at least a part of the reinforcing fibers has at least one protective 
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layer of carbon produced pyrolysis of a material selected from the group consisting of 
resin, pitches, boron compounds, phosphorus compounds which material have been 
deposited on the fibers.
